Kate Sitters. 

It is not always a good plan to 
break up the late sitters. When 
a hen becomes broody she has 
reached a point where incubation 
is essential to her success as a 
source of profit and to deprive 
her of hatching a brood delays 
her. 

When a hen becomes fat she is 
inclined to sit as the excess on 
her body will maintain her dur- 
ing her fast while she is on ' the 
nest. The process of incubation 
is also a period of rest during 
which time she recovers her for- 
mer condition and comes back to 
laying and usually does excellent 
service. Let the hens sit if they 
so desire and they will lay again 
before the winter is over. Great 
care must be exercised in assist- 
ing her to rear her chicks. That 
is where the profit goes when 
hens sit in winter. 

Where orchards are planted ex- 
clusively for commercial purposes 
and not merely to furnish a fam- 
ily supply, the matter of fertility 
is usually looked after in some 
systematic way; but the ordinary 
farm orchard is often completely 
starved out by the raising of 
regular grain crops among the 
trees— such as corn, wheat and 
oats. This is a ruinous custom, 
for the combined drain of both 
trees and crops quickly exhausts 
the soil to a point where it is im- 
for the trees to bear 
good fruit. The only way to cor- 
rect such a condition is to pro- 
vide fertilizers that will furnish 
all the elements of plant food and 
to reserve the orchard exclusive- 
for the use of the trees. —Ex.

In chickensjlthis disease fre- 
quently destroys] large numbers, 
and is caused by remadote worms 
in the windpipe. The trouble 
can be very easily identified, as 
the worms in the windpipe cause 
the birds considerable difficulty 
in breathing, causing it to open 
its mouth and gape, hence the 
name. Like other diseases, the 
best cure is prevention, and this 
can best be'accomplished by keep- 
ing the fowls on fresh ground, 
and not allowing their quarters 
to become fowl or filthy. A good 
remedy for the disease is to shut 
the affected fowls in a limited 
space and cause them to breathe 
air into which fine slacked lime 
is occasionally dusted.

WAR ON JACK RABBITS. 

Southern California Farmers Planning 

A great rabbit drive on Oct. 6 is 
being arranged by the farmers and 
ranches of Delano, Cal., In Kern coun- 
ty, and it is expected that anywhere 
from 25,000 to 100,000 of the long 
eared pests will be slain. 

The drive will be made a big holiday 
occasion. There will be a barbecue, 
with all sorts of merrymaking. A 
great inelosure will be prepared, and 
the hunters will spread out so as to 
form a line across the country for 
ten miles or more, and the animals 
will be forced to head into the trap, 
where they will be slaughtered. They 
will then be skinned and shipped to 
San Francisco and Los Angeles mar- 
kets, where they bring a few cents 
apiece. 

There are hundreds of thousands of 
Jack rabbits in Kern county, and crops 
have suffered heavily from them. Ef- 
forts to establish vineyards this year 
failed because of their depredations.
